PREFACE 

The  present  Annual  Report  will  be  the  fifth  which  I have  had  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  you.  It  will,  unfortunately,  be  my  last.  Looking  back 
over  the  last  five  years,  I am  glad  to  note  that  there  has  been  no  serious 
outbreak  of  disease  in  the  Urban  District  and  I sincerely  hope  that  my 
successor  will  be  able  to  make  an  equally  favourable  comment  five  years  hence. 
The  number  of  births  during  the  year  wa3  very  low,  six  only  having  been 
registered.  No  stillbirth  was  recorded  nor  did  any  infant  die  under  the  age 
of  a twelvemonth.  There  was  no  death  of  a mother  in  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  twenty  three,  compared  with  twenty 
one  in  1954*  Eight  deaths  were  ascribed  to  heart  disease,  five  to  cancer 
and  four  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system ( strokes ) . The  remaining 
six  deaths  were  due  to  a variety  of  causes. 

Infectious  diseases  were  once  again  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  seven 
only  having  been  notified.  These  were  made  up  of  three  cases  of  measles, 
two  of  tuberculosis,  one  of  pneumonia  and  one  case  of  food  poisoning*  The 
food  poisoning  case  was  a middle-aged  lady  who  was  paying  a week  end  visit 
to  the  town.  All  the  household  in  question  ate  the  seme  lunch  on  a certain 
day  except  that  the  victim  consumed  cooked  ham  instead  of  cold  meat,  A few 
hours  after  lunch,  the  lady  was  taken  ill  in  a local  shop  and  had  to  be 
taken  home.  Thereafter  she  was  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Tanybwlch  where,  for  the  first  twenty  hours,  she  was  critically  ill.  She 
remained  in  hospital  for  three  weeks*  Enquiries  revealed  that  the  ham  had 
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been  purchased  at  a New  Quay  shop  and  when  samples  were  sought,  no  ham  was 
any  longer  available.  It  would  appear  that  the  lady  had  been  sold  the  very 
last  slices  of  the  ham.  Infection  of  the  ham  by  the  hands  of  the  food 
trader,  coupled  with  the  very  hot  summer  had,  very  probably,  caused  a certain 
variety  of  germ  known  to  inhabit  the  human  skin  to  multiply  very  rapidly  on 
the  ham  and  form  a potent  toxin.  The  moral  is  obvious  viz:-  that  food 
traders  should  not  handle  unwrapped  foodstuffs  with  their  hands.  If  some 
chops  can  comply  with  this  maxim,  there  is  no  reason  why  others  cannot  do 
likewise,

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  services  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  are  essentially 

the  same  as  in  1954*  They  are  as  follows 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  i3  held  in  the  district  by  the 
local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive 
medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic,  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the 
local  health  authority,  is  hold  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurse  who  is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife. 

(d)  The  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger 
area  covered  by  a Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  medical  attendant,  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority. 

(g)  The  new  limber  Ambulance  was  brought  into  commission  in  Fobruory,  1954* 
and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks 
and  advice  by  the  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  hoalth  end  the 
local  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  are  in  tho  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and 
of  the  Health  Visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the 
Chest  Physician’s  Health  Visitor  - a situation  which,  in  my  opinion, 
involves  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  attention. 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule, 
engaged  locally.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


There  is  a constant  supervision  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district* 

In  addition  to  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  one  sample  was  also 
taken  for  chemical  analysis.  This  analysis  showed  the  water  to  have  marked 
corrosive  properties,  being  very  aggressive  towards  copper  and  being 
persistently  pltombo-s olvont , To  correct  these  corrosive  properties,  the 
Public  Analyst  recommended  lime  treatment  of  the  water. 

The  Aberayron  R.D.C.,  have  given  permission  for  water  to  be  taken  from 
their  mains  and  by  so  doing  there  was  sufficient  water  to  maintain  a constant 
supply  during  the  summer* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  sewerage  system  on  the  whole  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  sewage 
is  treated  by  means  of  a septic  tank  situated  on  the  "Dolau  Beach”,  and  the 
resulting  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  sea,  the  outfall  being  below  the 
low  water  mark.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  a private  contractor,  using  a tractor 
drawn  trailer.  This  is  a big  improvement  on  the  out-dated  horse  and  cart, 
which  was  the  transport  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  dumping  into  the  sea  was  also  discontinued.  This 
method,  while  economical,  was  most  unsatisfactory,  in  that  all  floatable 
matter  was  washed  back  ashore  on  the  Dolau  Beach.  All  refuse  is  now  disposed 
of  by  arrangement  with  Aberayron  R.D.C.,  on  the  refuse  tip  at  Rhydeinon. 

Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  during  the  winter  months,  and  twice  weekly 
during  the  holiday  season.
